Sinoe the prime 
puxpoee of hie trip we* to have been of a business nature In the United 
States, he did not want to go just to Canada. The conversation wan a 
friendly one in which he made a tentative sooial date for the following 
week. 

2« On 22 June Reference A was reoeived reoommending that C -3 not 
oontaot SKDRZiar/ for any Information on his travel. On 24 June SKORZEWY 
eaw £U in downtown Madrid and during the oouree of the conversation 
the miaowing Information was learned! 

A. SKOBZKNY and hi a wife have just oloeed a deal on the purchase of 
a form out aide of Dublin, Ireland where they will spend their 
suamexs and they plan eventually to retire there. 

B. SKDHZEJY hae reoeived a proposal from the Coutinho Caro & Co., 
a German eteel firm of Duaeeldorf and Hamburg, to make a four 
week economic survey of Mexioo and Central Amerioa for the 
possible expansion and sales of this firm 1 a industrial steel 
produots In that area* This tentative offer Is still in the 
planning stage which SKDRZKNY a aye he will not accept unless 
the ootqpany will also pay the expenses of his wife's travel 
with him. He stated he has no intention of moving his Head- 
quarters from Madrid in the forseeable future. The Central 
American plan is only a one-time trip for whloh he is being 
considered because of his Spanish and English language ability 
and it is extremely indefinite.
